surrounded and ambushed by people in 
the bushes. After being hit by a few 
rocks, they charge and make it through. 
The crowd is still timid. A couple of 
gas grenades are lobbed into the bushes, 
and the leadership calls it off, telling 
people to reassemble in Sproul Plaza. 
That might have been it. Except that 
the pigs chase the crowd back, lobbing 
teargas. Except that the people fight 
back, throwing rocks, setting trash cans 
on fire, and as their courage picks up 
going on the offensive and attacking the 
s. 


lt lasts for hours, Berkeley Police, in 
red and green squads, make raids through 
the campus, chasing people and lobbing 
cannisters until they're too divided to 
repel the attacks of the enraged crowds. 

A group of about ten pigs in front of 
Wheeler Hall comes under such heavy 
attack early in the afternoon that they 
break and run frantically for the shelter 
of the building. They are pursued by an 
angry but triumphant, cheering crowd.

Through it all, many students brave 
the harsh CS gas fumes to get to their 
classes. Nothing stops the hardcore 
academic, including real life. 


Sproul Plaza is raided and people 
pushed into the street, Bancroft and 
Telegraph are blocked. That intersection 
is attacked and the crowd retreats to 
Durant. Then progressively with tear gas, 
and pepper fog, block to block the crowd 
dissolves at Parker Street. 

So, people are back on campus, joining 
those who stayed there all afternoon, 
battling Berkeley’s finest to a stalemate at 
the Sather Gate bridge, 

Together, a few hundred people gather 
rocks and charge the pig line at Bancroft. 
Repulsed by tear gas, they retreat back to 
Dwinelle Plaza. 

As the afternoon grows that crowd, 
about three hundred at times, refuses to 
let all the tear gas in Berkeley disperse 
them. Eyes watering from the gas, red 
with fury, again and again they march 
into Sproul Plaza, the most heayily 


The tear gas that you inhaled on Wednesday is manufactured right here in Berkeley 


— the “Athens of the West.”

At about 5 p.m. Wednesday, some Tribe people noticed a blue car pull up to the 
campus police station at Sproul Hall. Inside the car were several cartons labeled “Tear 


Gas.” 


The boxes also were stamped with the name and address of the Cake Co. A phone 
call to the company’s offices led to a brief conversation with Mr, Cake. 
“Does your company sell tear gas to the Berkeley Police Department?” the Tribe 


asked. 


_“THAT’S our business,” replied the candid Mr. CAke, confirming our suspicions. 
. If you were a bit pissed off at the way your eyes burned and your throat felt on 
Wednesday, you can always contact Mr. Cake at his posh residence at 240 Willamette 
Ave. in Kensington. His home phone number is 526-9707. 
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tear-gassed spot on the face of the earth, 
chanting “US out of Southeast Asia, 
ROTC must go.” 

А pig goes down in front of Wheeler 
Hall, the crowd cheers. 

A group of pigs holds up an arrested 
demonstrator as a shield against rocks. 

A wooden structure, along with a 
hundred trash cans, is set on fire. 

Gas cannisters are hurled back; the 
duds kept, to be used later. 

The movement has finally stirred from 
its year-long lethargy, moving back to 
where it was last year, at the time of 
People’s Park. 

Then the legendary Blue Meanies, the 
SS of local pig forces, make their 
appearance. In a large-scale sweep, they, 
University Pigs and Berkeley Pigs move 
оп the crowd lobbing an immense 
quantity of tear gas. 

Everyone moves back to the center of 
the campus, sticking together, throwing 
some rocks through the windows of 
California Hall, which holds the 
Chancellor’s office. 

Then off to the Chancellor’s house, 
breaking windows and lobbing a tear gas 
cannister into the doorway. 

Тһе pigs follow, chasing the group into 
the streets of North Campus, The crowd 
disperses. Pigs four to a саг, swoop down 
on people on the sidewalks making 
random arrests. 

That was it for the day, à minor action 
growing beyond the bounds set by the 
leadership into an active resistance against 
the pig university, 

It was a riot. A good one, a big one, a 
spirited. one, but still a riot. It showed 
that people are ready to moye to more 
serious revolutionary actions. But this in 
itself wasn’t it. 


Groups of people didn't act together 
knowing beforehand what business to 


take care of, There was little 
communication, among demonstrators 
the direction of the action being 


determined largely by police. 

People in Berkeley are pretty used to 
tear gas. It’s a way of life, almost. The 
wet handkerchiefs, “walk don’t run,” 


“don't rub your eyes” are now 
commonplace... It, causes momentary 
j; but can be coped with. 


However there are other weapons in 
the pig’s arsenal and if tear gas proves 
inneffective, the pig will not hesitate to 
use them, Guns were used in People's 
Park and some shots were also fired 
Wednesday, towards the end of the 
afternoon. 

7 Unless Berkeley is more organized 
next time with training and knowledge, 
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Cons used shackled demonstrators as a human shield against the volley of rocks returned to their teargas and 
shotgun onslaught. 


Тһе police began firing shotguns at the 
demonstrators late Wednesday afternoon. 
A still warm, spent no. 9. birdshof shell 
was tumed in to (һе Tribe “by ға 
demonstrator who found it in front of 
Harmon Gym. 

Other -people -saw police at various 
times fire rifles and pistols. Several turned 
up what looked like. .38 caliber pistol 
shells. 

As of this time, however, the Tribe has 
had no reports of anyone having been hit.

Pat and C.T. Smith are ready to stand 
and fight. 


Pat and С.Т. are just like you and me 
(сері maybe better looking). They've got 
plenty of hair, not much money and an 
old landlady who hates hippies. 

And they know that if we're going to 
survive as a community we've got to get it 
together room by room, block by block, 
sector by sector to stop the pig rip-offs 
that are eating us away. 


They started striking February first 
and after two and one-half months of no 
rent the judicial machinery is just now 
getting ready to lay down an eviction 
order to try to put them out in the street. 

The only thing that can keep Pat and 


С.Т, in their apartment, the only thing < 


that can win the rent strike is people. 
Masses of people in the streets. 


The neighborhood around the Smiths" 
apartment at 2442 Roosevelt is doing 
what neighborhoods all over Berkeley are 
going to have to do if the Plan of the 
Masters is going to be stopped. 

Last Sunday the people in Area One 
got together for a pot-luck dinner and 
community rap session. Tenants and 
small-home owners, hips and straights 
came together to share food and their 
common problems. They talked about 
rent and taxes and the future of Berkeley, 
and they began to move. 

Out of that meeting came a 26 
member committee on community rent 
and tax control, a twelve member 
committee on communications to keep 
the neighborhood posted оп the 
evictions, and two volunteers to handle 
child-care when the mothers have to go 
into the streets, 

Over eighty residents of the 
neighborhood have signed a letter to Mrs. 
Frieda Heyman, Pat and C.T.'s landlady, 
objecting to her treatment of tenants, 
voicing their support for the demands of 
the tenants, and urging her not to try to 


evict the Smiths. 

But Mrs. Heyman i$ worth about a 
million dollars and she might not listen to 
the people. 

Last June, in order to get the 
apartment, the Smiths used a clever 
though common ploy. Pat dressed up 
really straight (no amount of dressing 
would have helped C.T. so he stayed 
behind) and talked really polite to Mrs. 

. But just to be sure the old 
landlady had to ask, “Your husband is a 
caucasian, isn’t he?” 

When Pat and C.T. began striking, the 
rest of the tenants in the building sent a 
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letter to Mrs. Heyman as a statement of 
support for the BTU demands. The next 
day there were notices posted on every 
door stating that the apartments would 
have to be vacated by March 25 because 
the building was going to be renovated. 

She evicted a welfare - recipient with a 
six - year - old son not long ago because 
she doesn’t like to have children in her 
buildings. 

She fired a black worker after he had 
been seen talking to С.Т. on the porch of 
the apartment. 

She owns three buildings right in arow 
on Roosevelt Street, and she doesn’t want

to be talked out of high rents and 
minimum up-keep. She wants the strikers 
out in the street and she’s got the pigs 
behind her. 

But Pat and С.Т, Smith are ready to 
stand and fight. 

And Area One is behind them in their 
struggle for fair rent and decent housing. 

The only question now is how many 
of US will stand with them in the streets 
when the Blue Meanies roll into Berkeley 
next week to try to pull off an eviction,

Call the People’s Office to keep 
posted: 549-3977.

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CBS ran the above statement as a full 
page ad in Variety magazine. On 
Wednesday the stockholders at CBS held 
& meeting to talk about all ihe money 
they were making, etc. Women who were 
righteously outraged at CBS’ blatantly 
sexist attitudes infiltrated the meeting 
looking like straights. After the meeting 
had been going on for awhile, the women 
let those motherfuckers know where we 
really аге at. One of the women told the 
stockholders: 

“CBS abuses women. You tell us to be 
happy slaves. We won't be slaves of any 
kind. You use our bodies to sell products; 
we won't be put on the market. You 
blackmail us with the fear of being 
unloved if we don't buy — we will no 
longer pay your extortion, You say we 
have come a long way yet you still call us 
baby. Well we've only begun Lo move and 
you're in our way!” 

Тһе stockholders were appalled, lost 
their cool, and shouted for the women to 
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TURN OFF CBS 


go back to the kitchen where they 
belonged. The meeting was adjourned for 


ten minutes while the women split and f 


the men recovered from their shock. 

The women also made the following 
demands upon CBS: 

1. Time on the public airwaves to talk 
about women’s liberation. 

2. The airwaves belong to the people. 
The Board of Directors ‘should be 
composed of viewers. Half of the board 
should be women. 

3. Fifty per cent of CBS employees at 
every level should be women. 

4. An end to humiliating and 
unrealistic portrayals of women іп 
programming and advertising. 

Women must realize that our fears and 
anxieties won't be alleviated by 
mouthwashs and deodorants. The real 
cause of these feelings, а male 
supremacist, racist society, must be 
destroyed! Enterprises like CBS must be 
radically changed or destroyed!

HOW TO 
RESIST 


The city and the University of 
California are planning to make Berkeley 
into a haven for U.S. imperialists. 

According to Berkeley Tenants Union 
organizers, the plan to cram 55,000 more 
people into Berkeley (thus raising its 
population to 180,000), was devised to 
serve the big companies now building 
skyscraper headquarters across the bay in 
San Francisco. 

“The idea,” said Jack Nichol, “is to 
make Berkeley into а bedroom 
community for middle and upper level 
executives in corporations USS. Steel, 
Bank of America and IBM.” 

That these companies are building 
large headquarters in San Francisco, is no 
accident, the BTU says. It is all part of a 
plan to economically dominate what has 
come to be known as the Pacific Rim. 

The Pacific Rim includes places like 
Australia, Indonesia, Japan, the 
Philippines, and all of Southeast Asia 
including THailand, Laos, Cambodia and 
Vietnam, 

The big companies have just about run 
out of places to invest in Europe. The 
Pacific Rim now seems ripe for 
exploitation. To facilitate this, the big 
corporations need West Coast offices . . . 
and places for their executives to sleep. 

San Francisco is overcrowded already, 
so the planners have selected Berkeley 
and other East Bay communities as a 
place to house the people who make U.S. 
imperialism go. That is part of the reason 


why BART was built. 
How do you go about cramming 


blows, tear gases, bleeding, broken bones, 
artificial respiration and heart massage. 
Political Education will have sessions 
from Tom Hayden, People’s Architecture, 
and others. The Organizational Skills 
course covers press and publicity, office 
equipment, layout taught by the Ti 
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and postermaking by silkscreening. The H 


basic firearms course is open to both men 
and women in other sections. 

You can sign up as an individual or 
better, with some friends and start getting 
it together collectively. Classes cost $10 
per person for as many as you want, Sign 
up at the People’s Office, 1925 Grove 
Street, 11-2pm Mon thru Fri, 114pm 
Sat. Classes start the last week in April. 


55,000 more people into Berkeley? Why 
you tear down big old houses and put up 
expensive ticky-tackies. That’s how. You 
gradually make Berkeley too expensive a 
place for street people and radicals to 
live. 

The only people who will be able to 
afford Berkeley in the near future will be 
the people who work for the big 
corporations іп бап Francisco, or the pigs 
who do the counter - insurgency and 
atomie weapons research for UC. 

To further their Master Plan, the city 
and the University have plans to 
“redevelop” large parts of the black 
community into high-rise housing and aù 
industrial park. They also plan to clutter 
the land along the BART strip with ticky 
tackies. At the same time, the University 
is slowly swallowing up all of the south 
campus area for its own nefarious uses — 
research centers, dormitories, parking 
lots, etc. 

The University plans to emphasize 
things like molecular biology, space 
Science, nuclear engineering апа 
operations research, and at the same time 
de-emphasizing the social sciences. 

As a result, Berkeley will, if the plan is 
carried out, have thousands of new 
graduate science assistants and 
technocrats, who can be crammed into 
ticky-tackies, and fewer social scientists 
who seem to care about what happens to 
people, 

Long range plans call for a convention 
center with surrounding hotels, in the 
Durant Ave. area, and a huge new medical 
center near Telly, which would totally 
destroy the present character of the 
Avenue, 

These plans are being implemented 
right now. They are being threatened 
both by the rent strike, and by people 
who are fighting against а plastic 
Berkeley, but the city and the University 
still have the money and the power to 
fully implement these plans in time, 
unless they are stopped. 
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Evietions will be coming soon — all 
over Berkeley, 

Тһе first one took place last week at 
2425 Grant St, Another one is scheduled 
around April 22 on Roosevelt St. 

As the Man's courts continue to grind 
out judgements for the landlords against 
the people, more and more evictions will 
be scheduled. 

How do we resist evictions? Can they 
be resisted? The Berkeley Tenants Union 
believes they can. They believe that if 
people in each neighborhood get 
“themselves together, they will force the 
| Man to pay such a high price for each 
eviction, he will eventually be forced to 
back down.

How do neighborhoods come 
together? First they establish 
communications, via bulletin boards, 
telephone trees, local meetings and 
common projects, like ripping down 
fences and using the liberated space for 
parks or gardens. 

Child-care centers set up on a 
néighborhood basis are an important and 
needed service, and are something most. 
people can relate to. 

People in each neigh! од are also 
being encouraged to gi ether and 
learn medical, legal and self«defense skills, 
so that their communities can be 
defended if that becomes necessary. 

Other groups have already gotten 
together to pressure landlords who want 
Neighbors can tell 
prospective tenants not to rent 
apartments in buildings where people 
have been evicted, and can easily damage 
a building that has been forcibly vacated. 
The landlord can’t keep his pigs there 
forever. 


There are groups already drawing maps 
of their neighborhoods, to let their 
neighbors know about escape routes, 
friendly houses and other 
information. 

Тһе rent strike is nearly three months 
old now, but the large landlords have 
shown no sign of buckling under the 
financial pressures. The BTU has been 
able to drag out the court proceedings, 
but it looks as if time in the courts is 
running out. 

If people want tê stay in Berkeley, and 
not be urban renewed out, they are going 
to have to make a stand, either in their 
homes or in the street. 

If evictions become costly enough to 
the landlord (in addition to the $75 per 
oom the Sheriff charges) the evictions 
will cease. If not, we may all wind up 
living somewhere else...

The S.F. Pig Injustice Department, 
along with other Hog agencies, has helped 
to create a $100 million annual business 
in new electronic equipment. Sylvania 
Kapitalist Korporation, a division of 
General Telephone and Electroniks 
Korporation, is the greedy recipient. 

Sylvania's Sociosystem Laboratory in 
Mountain View, CAI., has installed digital 
data equipment in 20 patrol cars of the 
SF Pig Depo as part of a test to be 
conducted in June. Equipment in the cars 
is being linked with a command - and - 
control unit in headquarters. 

Officers in patrol cars will be able to 
send and receive coded messages without 
voice transmission. $. 

Тһе command equipment will process 
calls for assistance, send the cars and 
provide a visual status report on all cars in 
the area. АП units are linked to a

wind of some HEAVY action which came 
down in Cambridge, Massachusetts. 
According to the “Old Mole,” some 6000 
people went on the warpath in Harvard 
Square, breaking windows and setting a 
small fire in a bank. Between 600 and 
1800 pigs did a lot of gassing and chasing. 
As of early Thursday morning, skirmishes 
were still going on. The number of arrests 
is not known. 


NOT NICE RICE 


Manila/LNS — “Miracle” rice has been 
developed but its prospects for continued 
use are dim. The new rice strain has 
dramatically increased productivity in 
South ‘Asia where it has been used for 
several years. But growing enough to feed 
everyone brings rice prices down—pissing 
off rich farmers who control the market. 

Dr. Robert Chandler, director of the 
institute which developed the high-yield 
rice, said: “Only three years ago people 
were screaming, ‘How are we going to 
feed the teeming millions of Asia? Now 
some of those same people are yelling 
about overproduction and lost export 
markets.” io 
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Amerika/LNS — $8,946,972 in losses was 
traced to campus violence іп- the first 
eight months of 1969. The American 
Insurance Association reports that 60% of 
the losses due to civil disorders and riots 
came from campus disturbances. 

San Diego had a $90 riot. Zap, North 
Dakota had an $8,000'campus riot. High 
risk campus areas were: New Haven, 
$750,000; San Francisco, $700,000; New 
York, $600,000; and Berkeley, $520,000. 
Undisputed trashing champions were the 


students of Indiana University at 
Bloomington. They accounted for 
$3,750,000. 
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computer that records everything on 
magnetic tape. 

Тһе system provides for buttons in the 
cars that will automatically send 
assistance, out-of-service and ambulance 
calls. The computer also times the officer 
in the car who leaves the vehicle for an 
investigation and sounds an alarm if he 
does not return in five minutes. It 
provides for direct and immediate checks 
on car licenses. The system is said to be 
able to handle 100 data transmissions in 
the time it would take for one human 
voice message.

Il Trovatore is a well known pig hangout 
and watering hole across the way from 
the Hall of Justice on Bryant St. in San 
Francisco. (When Michael O'Brien, the 
off-duty San Francisco pig accused of 
murdering ап unarmed black in the 
Fillmore in 1968, was aquitted last year, 
Boyd Pucinelli, the owner of Il Trovatore,

Baltimore/LNS — In 1968 nine people — 
most of them Catholic priests or sisters — 
trashed the Catonsville draft files. Seven 
of the Catonsvilled 9 were ordered to 
surrender April 9 and begin serving four 
year sentences. Only two showed up. 

In a note “тот the underground" 
signed by Father Phillip Berrigan, the 
fugitives said, “since the two-party

WaShington/LNS—Dead — American 
soldiers are no longer listed as “U.S. 
Military Casualties—Vietnam.” Defense 
Department news releases now read “U.S. 
Military Casualties—Southeast Asia.” 

Тһе change was made “іп the interests 
of accuracy.” “The list has always 
/neluded casualties from Laos. We just 
never got around to changing the title," 
said a D.O.D. spokesman. “1/6 always 
included the entire area.” 

The current Pentagon death count 
includes: 48,574 Americans; 3,696 U.S, 
allies; 103,507 Saigon regime troops; and 
610,308 NLF and North. Vietnamese 
troops for a total of 766,085 military 
deaths, This doesn’t include hundreds of 
thousands of civilians.

"someone had set Miles up for the pigs. 
The next morning, Clarence Ceavers, 
thé dead man's brother, and Henry 
Kellums, his brother-in-law, shot and 
wounded Adam Rogers, a big man in the 
Hunters Point Poverty program—and 
according to the Panthers—" Alioto's 
parrot,” and a police informant. Henry 
Kellums went to Miles" funeral which was 


held later that morning and when he left 
the area was followed by a whole carload 
of “what appeared to be plainclothes 
pigs" in an unmarked car. 

Kellums’ half-brother, who later 
admitted that he “had set his brother 
(Kellums) up,” took him to the San Jose 
airport that night to catch a plane to the 
East Coast where Henry attended 
Franconia College as an art student. On 
the plane , Henry was shot dead in a 
‘shootout, though the FBI tried to cover 
it up as a suicide. According to a reporter 
who arrived at the airport as the plane 
landed in Denver with Kellums dead and 
another passenger critically wounded, 
there were bullet holes ON BOTH SIDES 
OF THE CABIN: which indicates that a 
crossfire—not a suicide—took place. 

Clarence Beavers is still at large with a 
warrant out for his arrest. Adam Rogers is 
back on the beat in Hunters Point as the 
head of a “security guard system” and 
has threatened Miles Beavers’ mother 
with death if she talks. 

Adam Rogers is a good example of the 
City Government's and Pig Alioto's 
policies for Hunters Point.

TUPAMAROS' SWEET REVENGE 
Moran Charquero was head of the 

Police Intelligence Unit and 
the Special Brigade, a division of the 
police especially designated to destroy 
the Tupamaros, the urban-guerrillas who 
haye been plaguing the government since 
^63 with their kidnappings, bombings, 
assassinations, and bank robberies. He 
"was responsible for torturing many Tups 
and political prisoners. Last Saturday he 
was offed in Montevideo as the Tups 
tiddled his car with 35 bullets as he was 
driving to “work.” The Tups have killed 8 
police since July. 


The State is uptight about what's starting to come down from the left in this| 
country, They have tried to stop the attacks we have waged against them by 
conventional means and propoganda saying we're a lunatic fringe bent on terrorizing 
the people. This has not worked since the propoganda is a lie and their intelligence and 
techniques are outdated in dealing with the tactics and organization of this revolution. 

Nixon and his Gestapo aides announced that the government would step up their] 
spying of militant left-wing groups and individuals. The purpose, according to Nixon, 
is to discover the potential bombers and snipers before they can act. The government:

convinced more than ever that repression is the only way to deal with the people. 

Nixon started his repressive measures by asking Congress for new laws including the 
death penalty for bombers; longer sentences for possession of explosives, etc. The 
government also plans to revamp their intelligence apparatus with increased use of 
surveillance techniques and also by sending out more agents and informers.

Ап explosion and fire ripped through the 
Dow Chemical Plant in Freeport. Texas 
April 11, causing an estimated 5250 000 
damage. The source of the explosion was 
traced to one of five tanks containing 


ethyl benzene, but authorities had no 
explanation for the blast and fire. 


—Informers, agents, riot wardens — 
people are trained to spy on their 
neighbors by the local pigs. 


—Helicopters, tanks and armored cars 
that can be equipped with mounts for 
machine guns, water cannons, tear gas 
nozzles, grenade launchers, flame 
throwers, infrared ТҮ, high voltage 
electric charges and a "curdler", a high 
frequency siren which causes temporary 
deafness.

Hermiston, Oregon was drawn into the 
war when the Pentagon decided that was 
the place to store the 10,000 tons of 
surplus war gases forced off ОКіпауға зу 
the Japanese antiimperialist movement. 

Hermiston is а small, isolated 
agricultural community sitting quietly on 
the banks of the Columbia River. It was 
treasonous to wear a peace symbol in 
Hermiston up until 1969. Now things 
have changed dramatically. 

Moving the gas to Hermiston made the 
people of the area very nervous, 
especially when they remembered the 
nine giant atomic reactors 45 miles up the 
Columbia River at the Hanford Atomic 
Works, 

What the people of Hermiston don’t 
know is that they are sitting on an active 
earthquake area, and the fault line runs 
between Hermiston and Hanford. 

The Hanford Atomie works was built 
during the kill-eraze of WW П. On 
December 2, 1942, scientists under 
Enrico Fermi produced the first 
self-sustaining nuclear chain reaction, 
This- proved that the atom bomb was 
possible. The rush was on. 

The Hanford site was approved on 
January 16, 1943. By late 1944 the 
project was functioning and on August 9, 
1945 a bomb, using the materials 
manufactured in Hanford, exploded over 
Nagasaki, Japan. 

Nine reactors were built at Hanford in 
all, The „function of a reactor is to 
produce  plutonium through chain 
reactions using uranium atoms. To 
extract the plutonium the reactor fuel has 
to be dissolved in acid which leaves a 
soup of acid, uranium and the unstable 
fragments of split. atoms. 

Since the USA has produced enough 
plutonium to eradicate all life on the 
planet many times озат, тс Ка EN the 


on limited schedules, But just under the 
surface of the Earth at the Hanford 
project are 140 giant concrete and steel 
storage tanks that hold the waste of 
America’s atom craze, ] 

The standard measure of radioactivity 
is a curie, and the amount of radiation 


` necessary to kill is measured in billionths 


of a curie, One gallon of atomic waste 
contains as many as 10,000 curies. There 
are approximately 50 MILLION gallons 


of this mixture stored at the Hanford site.| 

If you seek a hell you have only to} 
look into the storage tanks at Hanford. 
Inside their steel and concrete shells the 
heat of the radioactive decay causes the 
mixture to constantly boil. Immense} 
cooling systems are necessary to keep the| 
liquid from boiling up to such a pressure 
that would burst the storage tanks. Тһе 
tanks must be constantly stirred to keep 
the radioactive solds from settling to the 
bottom and melting the steel liners. 

Even if an earthquake did not damage 
a working reactor or burst one of the 140 
atomic cocoons the possibility of damage 
to the cooling or stirring system is very 
great. 

And the tanks sit on the banks of a 
perfect natural delivery system, the 
Columbia River. The USA never checked 
any of this out. 

‘And now, only 45 miles down the 
Columbia, the government has chosen to 
store 10,000 tons of war gas. 

The gases are of three main types: VX, 
GB and mustard gas. The Army Field 
Manual PM 3-10 describes VX nerve gas 
as causing the muscles to contract, 
stoppage of breath and death. Its main 
effect is the paralysis of the nervous 
system, 

The smell of VX is classified but many 
of these gases smell like apple blossoms or 
garlic. People would not know if and 
when such gases escaped because they 
have pleasant and familiar odors. 

GB gas has no smell. Its effects are the 
same as those of VX. 

Mustard gas is classified as a harassing 
agent. Having a smell like garlic, it effects 
the eyes and the lungs and blisters the 
skin. One-fourth of the US gas casualties 
in WWI were caused by this gas. 

The only war material previousl, 
stored at the Hermiston depot were stable 
150 pound. bombs. The bombs are stored 
in huge cement igloos buried six feet 
under the desert sand and sage. They are 
closed off by large, crude steel doors 
through which the desert winds blow, 
piling sand around the munitions. Not 
exactly the type of facilities suited to the 
storage of nerve gas on the banks of a 
major river. 

Not only would the Columbia act to 
spread any accidental releases, but the 
strong daily winds wouid help. For 
Eastern Oregon is a desert whose surface

Roger Priest, a Seaman in the U.S. 
Navy, started ап "Underground" 
newspaper in the D.C. area. Now he is 
facing 39 years in the brig. 

Roger founded “От” in April 1969. 
Evidently it was a success. 25 Naval 
Intelligence pigs were immediately set on 
his trail. With help from the Department 
of Sanitation they went so far as to 
rummage through Roger’s garbage. No 
doubt the pigs feel at home in the 
People’s garbage. 


When Priest addressed а peace 
workshop in Cleveland of the 15 persons, 
present 6 were agents from ominous ONI 
(Office of Naval Intelligence). 


Charged by the Navy with making 
disloyal statements, soliciting fellow 
servicemen to desert and committing 
sedition, Roger is being slowly nailed to 
the wall. 


ROGER PRIEST 


Priest is the first G.I. dissenter brought 
to trial whose ONLY offense is expressing 
IDEAS distasteful to the military 
establishment. It is a clear-cut First 
Amendment case. The offending views 
appeared in “Om” which Roger wrote, 
published and distributed (careful not to 
violate any Navy Regulations). 


Disrespect is not in dispute. General 
Earle Wheeler is a “pig;” Melvin Laird is 
“People’s Enemy No, 1” and a 
“practicing prostitute and a pimp;” Rep. 
L. Mendel Rivers, chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, by reference, 
is “a hog mucking up a clean stream,” 
The question in dispute is whether a 
serviceman is afforded free speech and 
opinion. Also, whether a letter written by 
Rep. Rivers and sent to the Pentagon 
directing the military to “silence” Priest, 
enjoys the weight of god and supersedes: 
the Constitution.

The National Co-ordinator of the 
teach-ins is Denis Hayes, famous for 
defeating Vicki Drake, a topless, for 
student body president of Stanford. At 
Stanford he played a strategic role for the 
Administration in thwarting the SDS 
sit-in against the Stanford Research 
Institute. 

But there are many more deep-rooted 
motivations for the teach-in than the self

"The teachins historically and at 
present reflect the unbounded faith that 
America has in the “democratic process.” 
The argument runs as follows. By 
informing people of the facts, they will 
become sufficiently aroused so that 
public opinion, once motivated, will 
influence decision makers in Washington, 
resulting in policy transformation. There 
is another basic assumption behind the 
teach-in which merits examinations. That 
is the conviction that given a chance, 
corporate executives will see the error of 
their ways and, through dialogue with 
students and conservationists, come to 
reconstruct the entire fabric of their 
corporation so as to not “pollute” the 
environment. 

The first assumption believes that 
public policy in America results from the 
independent action of individuals who 


institutions tend to colonize their 
inhabitants, insulating them from exterior 
pressures and emotions. 

The teach-ins are based on elitist 
assumptions about social change. At the 
same time that people participation in the 
struggles for peace and black liberation 
are leading students off the campuses and 
into the streets, the teach-ins propose 
that students return to the campus to 
engage in quiet, isolated considerations. If 
anything, current student movements are 
learning that their role as elites in the 
transformation of America is at best 
tenuous if not absurd. This realization has 
led student radicals to build alliances with 
the Black Panthers and other oppressed 
minorities. This is unacceptable to the 
instigators of the teach-ins.

The Environmental Crusade can 
clearly be seen as an attempt to squelch 
the kinds of grass roots alliances between 
students and oppressed minorities that 
might allow a radical ecology movement 
to become part of the revolutionary left. 

Inherent within the popular programs 
to “clean up” the environment is the 
present mythology that America can 
change her priorities, This assumes that 
the System itself merits salvage. Here, of 
course, we are talking about salvaging a 
government that advocates a “better 
quality of life” and at the same time is 
expanding Their war throughout 
Indo-China, pushing the SST and ABM, 
allocating only 6% of all federal funds for 
transportation to mass transit, rushing 
headlong into the ruinous plunder of the 
Arctic North slope, holding firm on the 
depletion allowance, about to electrify 
Bobby Seale, and continues to indict the 
radical left while refusing to pursue suits 
against the Detroit Four Auto 
Manufacturers — people whose machines 
murder 150,000 people a year just from 
mechanical failure. 

Pollution control at this point is 
merely another means of social control: 
to prevent America’s children from 
realizing that the . crisis in the 
environment represents nothing less than 
а crisis in America itself, 

Such efforts as these are to be sharply 
contrasted from the realization that there 
will be no peace between man and nature 
until there is peace amongst men and 
women. 

Our struggle for liberation will not be 
found in teach.ins or the ballot box, but 
in the program for self determination 
whieh we are learning about in the 
streets. We must turn our attention to 
every vacant lot in Berkeley, to the 
exorbitant rents we must end and the 
child care centers we must build. We must 
take back the land, and defend it. We 
must stop the war. 

The teach-ins bid us to return to the 
mood of the early peace movement, when 
rational men sat and chatted about the 
life or death of millions of people. Times 
have changed. The first time as tragedy, 
the second time as farce. -

So the Beatles: are now into “doing 
their own thing." And as they have been 
slowly breaking up the past three years, 
their music has deteriorated. It’s not what 
it used to be, It used to be high, 
remember?

Forgetting that the medium is the 
message, they try to write “message” 
songs. But a good rock n roll song is all 
the message needed. Good rock n roll 
songs take you beyond messages. It’s not 
that rock n roll is antithetical to thought 
or ideas, it’s just that such content is not 
the crucial issue, 

I think the Beatles now believe more 
in themselves than they believe in rock n 
roll. The song.is no longer as important as 
who wrote it. They have chosen to serve 
an abstract sencse of “Self” rather than 
the concrete existence of the deed. 
Maybe they lost themselves in their own 
Beatle hype, It’s too bad, because John 
Lennon and Paul McCartney are not 
nearly as far-out as Lennon-McCartney. 

The “group” concept is a weird’ one. 
It’s fully as wierd to cope with as 
marriage. Four or five separate individuals 
band together to make music. They 
forsake their distinct-ness, in a sense, for 
the sake of the music. A rock n roll band 
comes together because they want to DO!

QUESTION: I was very disappointed 

with your advice (Feb. 6 issue) to the 
person whose sister was “schizophrenic.” 
You were right in indicating that the 
sister’s condition was not hopeless, and 
that the term schizophrenia is widely] 
misused. But most of the rest of your 
answer was pure bullshit, more likely to 
do harm than good. Schizophrenia 
refers to a physical condition which is 
apparently caused by ап excess 
production of adrenolutin by the body. 
This results in an altered perception of 
the world, which can be something like 
being on LSD permanently. 
Some of the good effects are that a 
person is less likely to have allergies, feel 
shock or pain, or get arthritis. Some of 
the bad effects are an increase in fatigue, 
difficulty in external concentration, and 
greater susceptibility to tuberculosis and 
surgery. Some people with schizophrenia 
become irritable, paranoid, depressed or 
behave abnormally. Although shock 
therapy, tranquilizers etc., are the most 
widely used treatments for schizophrenia, 
they are not the most effective. The best 
cure is massive doses (3 grams per day) of 
niacin (sometimes called nicotinic acid or 
Vitamin B3, not to be confused with 
| nicotine

Ihave not been impressed 
by the effects of niacin on 'so.called 
schizophrenia. 

Schizophrenia is the end resut m a 
person of a series of environmental and 
interpersonal abuses which lay bare a 
mode of experiencing in which things are 
seen differently than by most people. 
This mode of experiencing is ihe 
schizophrenic experience but is probably 
best called the psychedelic experience. 

The schizophrenic ог psychedelic 
experience may mark the beginning of 
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"schizophrenia" but most often doesn't, 
It is usually a liberating experience but 
people who persist in it are often in 
trouble, 

Take for instance a black man living in 
a ghetto (where schizophrenia is 
commonly found) who begins to see 
policemen as having immense powers; 
able to burn him and see through him 
with their X-ray vision eyes, If he reveals 
this “misperception” or acts on it he will 
probably wind up in the nut house. 

After going through the chemical, 
physical and personal abuse of the mental 
institution he will conclude that he is 
being persecuted and receive the 
permanent label of “paranoid 
schizophrenic.” When he rejoins what 
friends are left him, he will be discounted 
as a human being and this will so alienate 
him that he will, in time, become 
inhuman, 


The same process can occur in middle 
class situations where brutalization is less 
severe but still present and where 
schizophrenia is also less prevalent. 

In апу case, іп my opinion 
"schizophrenia," like cockroaches, is 
neither an illness nor here ío stay. 
Learning to live with it may please the 
landlord but is not good for the soul.
